1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing.

Also to choose a Committee to 
carry the same into effect. 


11. To see if the town will vote to build a Town 
Hall Building, and if voted in the affirmative, to see how 
much money the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the same; also to choose committee to carry the same 
into effect. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to purchase a Stone 
Crusher and Roller, and if voted in the affirmative, to see 
how much money the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for the same.
